Captain Thorpe, the Unionist candidate, 
has bai returned at Rusholme, and, if 
his majority is not so great as that of his 
predecessor, it is quite large enough to 
give rise to serious heart-searchings among 
the Asquithian Liberals. The polling took 
place when the effect of the railway strike 
was at its grewtest, and it is quite possible 
that the fact sent a strong detachment of 
voters to the support of the Labour cand)- 
date, since Dr. Dunstan polled an unex- 
pectedly large number of votes. The result 
indicates ‘that, if the Government pursues 
a broad national policy, it will not fail to 
secure support, while the anti-Coalition 
Liberals are warned that their attitude of 
opposition to the Prime Minister and the 
Coalition means nothing bit ruin for their 
party. 

The House of Commons is to be deprived 
of the valuable services of Mr. Pringle, 
and it is probable that many members of 
that august assemblage will be more 
pleased than otherwise. If amybody had 
done badly in the Rusholme election it 1s 
Mr. Pringle, for he received only 224 
votes more than the Liberal candi- 
date at the General Election. Mr. 
Pringle fought his campaign very 
largely on the Government's financial 
record. That was a statement made by the 
Westminster Gazette the day after the poll- 
ing, but to-day we are told by the same 
journal that the result is the outcome of a 
position in which the Government for some 
days appeared to stand as the bulwark of 
the community. A. fortnight ago the 
Westminster Gazette paid a tribute to Mr. 
Pringle’s numerous and devoted band of 
workers. To-day it says that Mr. Pringle 
came to the constituency a complete 
stranger, and had an uphill battle to fight.

DEPUTATION TO IRISH FOOD CONTROL 
DEPARTMENT. 

On Saturday a deputation from the County 
Dublin Farmers’ Association waited on Professor 
Campbell, of the Department of Agriculture, 
and on representatives of the Irish Food Control 
Department in reference to the fixing of the 
prices of roots, turnips, mangolds, etc., as it 
affects the production of milk. The deputation 
pointed out how necessary it was that there 
should be a free market for roote if the pro- 
duction of milk were not tobe seriously affected. 
The wages of the agricultural labourer had gone 
up Ss. a week, and the fixed prices in these 
would not afford the farmer a 
reasonabie return on his expenditure. If the 
farmer did not get a reasonable return, it was 
only natural to suppose that there would be a 
considerable reduction of the amount of land 
put into cultivation of roots for the coming 
year, and, if that were the case, the production 
of milk was bound to suffer. 

The representatives of the Department and 
the Food Control, after considerable discussion, 


_asked that the Farmers’ Association should fur- 


The other day 4 
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nish figures as to the cost of growing the roots, 
and this the deputation undertook to do. 

After the conference a meeting of the Com- 
mittee of the Association was held, and it was 
resolved to ask their members to withhold the 
marketing of their reot crops until an arrange- 
ment Was come to on the question of a free 
market or a reasonable fixed price. 


THE WATT CENTENARY. 


Mr, William Tatlow, M.A.1., presided at a 
meeting of the Engineering and Scientific 
Association of Ireland in the Royal College of 
Science, Dublin, last evening, at which a 
lecture on the James Watt Centenary was 
delivered by Mr. John Holliday, M.1M.E. Mr. 
Holliday opened his leeture by giving a brief 
account of the Watt Centenary celebrations in 
Birmingham on September 16th-18th last. In 
recounting the history aud work of Watt's 
life, the lecturer said that the previous history 
of the steam entine, of which Watt was not 
the inventor, had to be considered. The first 
engine, that of Hero of Alexandris, dated 
about 150 B.C.; other engines were those of 
Marquis of Worcester, Papen, Savery, and, 
principally, Newcomen, It was while working 
on the model of the Newcomen engine, at 
Glasgow University, that Watt made the great 
discovery of the separate condenser. Then 
followed his association with Matthew Boulton 


‘at the Scho’ Works, in Birmingham, when. the 


pumping engine was made a complete success ;. 
and the Rotalier engine followed in due course. 
Associated with Watt and Boulton’ was William 
Murdoch, the inventor of gas-lighting and of 
many improvements in the steam engine, Watt 
retired: from active business in 1806, but. con- 
tinued working until his death, in 1819. He 
was buried with Boulton and Murdoch in 
Handsworth Parish Churchyard, near Birming- 
ham, where there is a statue of him by Chan- 
trey, and it was appropriate that the centenary 
celebrations commenced with a Service in that 
church.

THE VOLUNTEER ARMY. 


MR. CHURCHILL'S. VIEWS.’ 
The Yodlowing letter from Mr. Churchill to 
Sir George Ritchie was read at the annual meet- 
ing at the Dundee Liberal ‘Association last 
night :— Lá 
War Office, 10th October, 1919. 

My pear Str Groree Rircure,—I shall be glad 
if you will ask our friends to excuse me from 
attending their annual meeting this year in 
view of the extreme pressure of work at the 
present juncture, I should propose instead to 
hold a meeting early in the new year, when I 
should hope to be able to give a more complete 
account of my work at the War Office and of 
public affairs generally than is now possible, 
and I shall be obliged if you will ask our 
friends to fall in with this view. 

We are passing through very rough and diffi- 
cult times, and are by no means at the end of 
them. Nevertheless, 1 think matters have 
steadily mended since the great war c me to an 


end in November last. Four men out of five in 
our armies have already been demobilised, and 


most difficult problem at present was as to how 
we were to nay for our food. Manufacturers 


told him at the Board of Trade that it was im- | 


possible to quote terms for export, or give a 
definite date of delivery. They said—* Right 
in the middle of the thing there will be a 
strike, wages will go up, or coal will be dearer. 
We cannot -earry on trade under these condi- 
tions. There is no certainty as to what we 
will have to sell.” A man making water- 
proofs declared that he had hundreds of 
thousands of orders, and could get hundreds of 
thousands more for the Argentine, Indie, and 
Australia, but a firm price was demanded, and 
that he could not give. If he quoted high 
enough to cover his risks, the orders went to 
the United States. If he quoted too low there 
would probably’ be some chance, and he would 
have to pay a penalty and lose the market. We 
were getting very neat the end of our national 
tether on the side of credit for baying food. 


That was why the price was going up, and 


the value of money was going down. 
INCREASES. OF WAGES USELESS. 
Every right minded man wished to see better 
conditions for the wage-earners, but there was 
more than one way of getting paid for wages. 
An increase in the number of shillings paid per 
week only led to increasing poverty, as the 
number of shillings paid in wages rose above 
the real value of the goods produced. The best 
example of that was Russia, where the labourer, 
now getting an equivalent of £100 a week, was 
worse off than he was before the war with £1. 
A large proportion of the people of this country | 
was under a serious misapprehension on this sub- 
ject. If wages were to lead to a better standard 
of living, the value of money had to be kept up. 
The most important step to increase the value 
of money was. to increase the quantity of goods 


circulating in the country, and to increase the | 
The |

employment. The discontent which affected 
the armies in January and February of the 
present year has completely subsided, and a 
thoroughly good spirit prevetils. The building 
up oí the Volunteer Army has been so satie- 
factory that there will be no difficulty whatever 
in doing away with conseription altogether 
when the present Act lapses in April, possibly, 
even earlier. . 

In spite of the many obstacles which the 
delay in making peace with Germany, and in 
arriving at a settlement with Turkey, and the 
unrest in Egypt and India have caused, we 
have continued to release from the Army more 
than 10,000 men a day on the average, Sundays 
included, ever since the firing stopped on the 
Western front last year. More than three and 
three-quarter million men have gone, and this 
number will be further increased by another 
half a million by the end of the year. With 
the return of thess vast numbers of our 
strongest and msi capable men to the work 
of production, the revival of real prosperity 
should be within our reach. i

RIVAL CLAIMS EXAMINED. 


INTERESTING EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Justice Sargant presided over the Com- 
mission on Awards to Inventors, when it re- 
sumed its inquiry yesterday into the claims of 
the various persons who took part in the evolu- 
tion of the tanks. Among the counsel was Sir 
John Simon, K.C,, who is appearing for Colonel 
Crompton and Mr. Le Gros. 

The Solicitor-General referred to the claim of 
Sir Eustace Tennyson D’Eyncourt, which was 
placed before the Commission a week ago. “He 
said that Sir Eustace Tennyson D’Eyncourt 
claimed that, as Chairman of the Land Ship 
Committee, he had correlated the various ideas 
placed before the Committee, and by his ex- 


ing mistakes which were all too easy to make 
when they had to consider the various ques- 
tions, like that of the traction movement. It 
was clear that Sir Eustace had devoted a good 
deal of attention to the matter quite outside 
and beyond his own department as Chief Naval 
Constructor of the Admiralty. ‘So far,” said 
the Solicitor-General, “I wish to support all 
that Sir Eustace has told us, and not in any 
way to take away from his having had some 
share in the ultimate production of the engine 
tank, but I hesitate to say that he has brought 
himself within the class of applicants who are 
entitled to monetary award from this Commis- 
sion.” 

Sir John Simon next opened the claim, of 
Colonel Crompton, which, he explained, was a 
composite claim, and included the claims of Mr. 
Le Gros, Major Field, and Mr. Philips. 

The Chairman—There are only two claims— 
those of Colonel Crompton and Mr. Le Gros. 


MR. CHURCHILL'S IMAGINATIVE 
INSIGHT. 
_ Sir John ssid that this was so, but the others 
ne had named were acting with them. The 
kernel of the: difficulty was the problem of trac- 
tion. The thing that faced everybody was the 
difficulty which Mr. Churchill, with his wonder, 
ful power of imaginative insight, saw from the 
beginning, and set down clearly on paper—how 
to reproduce the success of the armoured cars 
en the roads in a vebicie that would go across 
broken grounds and wet surfaces. Proceeding, 
counsel said that when Colonel Crompton was 
called in all expert opinion was in favour of the 
big wheel as against the caterpillar traction. 
In a few months he had completely established 
the proposition that it must be by the use of 
continuous caterpillar traction that this land 
ship should be propelled. This idea he stabi- 
lished after testing all the available designs of 
American tractors. The really amazing thing 
about caterpillar traction, said Sir John, as used 
in the tank, was the extraordinary high pet- 
centage of its weight which it exhibited as 
drawing power, pull, or push, 
Every engineer had been amazed at the 
discovery. On the ordinary railway the draw 
bar pull was only 15 per cent.; in the ordinary 
it was about 30 per cent. 
Colonel Crompton jn the course of his. duty 
had the satisfaction of verifying that it was 
possible by prolonging the treads for those 


a pull which sometimes would come to as much 
as 80 per cent. of the weight of the vehicle. 
COMPARISONS IN PAYMENT. 

His lordship referred to a letter in which 
Colonel Crompton offered to do the work in 
connection with the investigation for a land 
ship at a salary of £130 a month. Sir John 
admitted the letter, and that the salary had 
nothing to do with any claim before the Com- 
mission. He pointed out that the country very 
generously voted a certain sum of money to 


to the salaries they received. 

Mr. Justice Sargant—Parliament may do any- 
thing.

The Earl of Mayo read the memorial, which 
ran aa follows:— ' 

May it please Your Excellency,—A very in- 
fluential deputation, representing large interests 
in Ireland, ‘desires to lay their views personally 
before Your Excellency on this subject. It is 
considered that a port on the West Coast of 
Ireland is essential for the trade and commerce, 
not only of Ireland, but in the interests of 
Great Britain and the Colonies of Canada and 
Newfoundland, and to aid in the friendly rel«- 
tions between the Empire and America. The 
costs of the proposed works haye been certified 
by Messrs. Baker and Hurtzig, the eminent 
engineers, of Westminster, at £2,000,000, and 
of this the promoters assure us they have 
already secured one-third—that is, close upon 
£700,000. We understand the following bodies 
have pressed considered résolutions in favour of 
this project:—The Dublin Chamber af Com- 
merce, the Corporation of Dublin, the Dublin 
Harbour Board, the Dublin County Council, the 
Galway Harbour Board, 25 County and Rural 
District Councils of Ireland. The Government 
valuation of these districts exceeds £5,141,529. 
The deputation will consist of the chairmen and 
two members of the above public bodies and of 
the above Councils, together with representa- 
tive public gentlemen from different parts of 
Ireland. We, therefore, pray Your Excellency 
to kindly receive this influential and representa- 
tive deputation, and thus give them an Oppor- 
tunity of personally discussing this great 
national project with Your Excellency, which, 
they: venture to hope, will justify Your Excel- 
lency in recommending the proposed project to 
the favourable consideration of His Majesty's 
Government, 

MR. WALLACE. 

Mr. Wallace, President of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, spoke in support of the 
scheme. He said that he had attended a meet- 
ing in May, 1911, and had seconded a resolution 
to make Galway Harbour a trans-Atlantic port. 
This resolution hed been referred to a repre- 
sentative Committee, who, after inquiry, re- 
ported the following findings:—That the rela- 


established by the report of the Select Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, 1884, which 
was passed under sworn evidence of many wit- 
nesses; that the existing line of railway - be- 
tween Galway and Dublin is shorter and more 
generally accessible, being nearly equi-distant 
from North and South. He believed that a 
prima facie case had been made in favour of 
the Galway scheme which the Chamber of Com- 
merce supported, and they strongly recom- 
mended that the resolution passed at the meet- 
ing referred to be confirmed. To-day, he said, 
the evidence was stronger than ever in favour 
of Galway as a port, which, by its natural ad- 
vantages, could provide the safest and quickest 
service to Canada and the United States of 
America. He therefore, on bebalf of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, recommended Galway to 
the favourable consideration of the Govern- 
ment as the trans-Atlantic port. The project 
had the support also of a large number of im- 
portant bodies, amongst them being the Dublin 
Corporation, the Dublin Port and Docks Board, 
and 27 County Councils. There was, he thought, 
a large end growing volume of public opinion 
in favour of Galway. 
MR. BEATTIE. 

Mr. Beattie stated that the scheme was not a 
new ove. In 1864 the Tidal Harbour Com- 
missioners reported strongly in favour of Ga'- 
way being made a port; and in 1884 a Noyal 
Commission was appointed, which, after tak: :y 
evidence from all parts of the country and from 
the most experienced men, unanjmonsly reported 
in favour of the scheme. In 1911 an Imperial 
Colonial Conference was held, Which was also in 
favour of the scheme. In 1912 a large meeting 
was held at the Mansion House, Dublin, com- 
prising all creeds and classes of the best think- 
ing people, as well as representatives of the 
Roman Catholic and Protestant Hiecrarehy. All 
were unanimous in their support of the scheme, 
having regard to the benefit to be derived, not 
only by the Empire, but by the Dominion of 
Canada. Had this scheme been carried through 
Canadian soldiers could have been brought over 
in 3} days instead of in six days during the 
recent war, and at a gréat saving of time, 
money, and coal. He could not urge too 
strongly that those acting for and advising the 
Government in this matter should make every 
effort to have this great scheme brought to 
perfection as soon as possible. He further 
alluded td the benefit to be gaived in facilitat- 
ing passenger traffic, as well as goods traffic, 
between Ireland and the great wheat-produc- 
ing country, Canada. Galway could also be 
considered as an important port which would be 
very useful in case of defence, if necessary. 


SIR WALTER NUGENT. 


Sir Walter Nugent, representing the Midland 
Great Western Railway of Ireland, said, in 
support of the scheme, that it was one which 
would benefit every railway in Ireland, and 
would develop trade throughout the entire coun- 
try. He referred to rival schemes which had 
been put forward from time to time, but he 
considered that Gajway was the only one which 
deserved support. Galway was the nearest 
point to America, the harbour had been in- 
spected, and the time was opportune. It would 
be a matter of great national benefit, and might 
be of use in the future by developing harbours 
and naval bases on the west coast of Ireland. 

Sir Nugent Everard, President of the Irish 
Industgial Development Association, in sup- 
porting the scheme, said that by diverting the 
shipping to Ireland from Canada and America

Well, we should 
see; but he did not believe that the statesmen 
representing a large proportion of the Powers of 
the world at Paris would have been eo reckless 
as to put their names to a document of that kind 
unless they honestly intended and believed that 
it would work. He had no doubt that the 
acheme could be made to work. (Applause.) 

The League of Nations wae a fine conception, 
which, whatever prejudices might be entertained 
respecting it, was worthy of sympathy. When 
had it before been possible to conceive even 
that there would be an international consulta. 
tion, where the representatives of the civilised 
world would sit round a board and consider 
how far, and under what conditions, they 
might hope to realise the great ideal of the 
Hebrew prophets? Surely it was worth some- 
thing to try and beat swords into plough- 
shores? He knew full well that then 
were doubts and difficulties, and how enay 
it was’ to point out that this or that 
plan would not work, but he was not afraid 
of the enemies of the scheme. The péople that 
he was afraid of were the faint-hearted friends 
of the scheme. 

THE GOVERNING CLASSES, 

The great dangers that we had to fear in this 
matter were ignorance and indifference, | not 
only on the part of the man in the street, bub 
among the governing classee all over the world. 
The latter had been brought up under a dif- 
ferent system, and it waa very difficult for them 
to adapt their minds to entirely novel ideas. We 
wanted to. take cere that no such reproach 
rested upon this country. Experts ag that, 
bad as the late war was, any renewal of it 
would be far worse. He said to the donbters 
and critics, “What i your policy; -what 
remedy do you suggest?’ Are you really going 
to say that we will drift on in exactly the same 
way, entering again upon the familiar pc" vw <f 
alliance and counter-alliance, armaments and 
competitive armaments, uptil we are again 
een a great war?” The plans of the 
militarists, and the want of plans of the 
doubters arose from the facile optimism, the 
belief that, somehow or other, we should get 
through. Wé had no right to treat a matter 
of such vital impor in that way. We must 
make an effort to safeguard the world againat 
this great disaster which was always threatening 
it. We must set up a League of Nations, for 
there was nothing else to 
duty that pressed on every man, and even 
more on every woman, was to see to it that this 
plan, which held the fleld, was given the best

NIAGARA FALLS AND 
ELECTRIC POWER, 


INTERESTING ADDRESS AT 
DUBLIN ROTARY CLUB. 
The monthly dinner of the Dublin Rotary 
Club took place at Kidd's new Lounge and 
Grill Room, Adam Court, last evening, the 
President, Mr. Alfred Fannin, in the chair. ‘The 
chief item of the evening was an address by 
Mr. F. A. J. Fitegerald, son of the late Dr. 
Fitagerald, of this city, on the subject of the 
development of electrical power from Niagara. 
Mr. Fitegerald has spent the last 25 years in 
Niagara Falls City, during which time he has 
been actively engaged in the development work 
which formed the matter of his address. . He 
described the various difficulties ’which had 
been overcome by the skill and pertinacity of 
the engineers, and summed up the resulte down 
to daie-—namely, tho utilisation of about 300,000 
horse-power in the manufactore of aluminium, 
carburundum, graphite, in addition to the dis 
tribution of gonsiderable power to the tram- 
ways, lhghting, and other ywtilities of the sur- 
rounding district. On the Canadian side there 
is a popular movement towards the taking over 

of Niagara's productive power by the State.

THE USAGE OF WORDS. 

TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—You have sufficiently dealt with the 
misuse of the word “ phenomenal” in a sense of 
“ wonder provoking,” and your leader has given 
great ;leasure to those who wish far correct 
usage of words. It is & fact, too, which you 
draw attentio: to, that some dictionaries are 
compelled by a long misusage of words to give, 
as & subsidiary meaning, the new misused mean- 


Í ing im careless and vulgar use. 


But take also the word “ practically,” which 
means “ after trial,” “in practice,’ “ in reality,” 
"in fact,” as opposed to “ theoretically,” and 
in a derivative sense “after actwal trial, a 
sufficient substitute for” (used adverbially). 
What do we find? It is used in a slipshod 
fashion As equivalent to “nearly ” or ‘almost,’ 
eo that these two most excellent words are 
rapidly disappearing from. circulation Tre 
syllabled words are, forsooth, too short, and the 
four-pounder “ practically '—which never, in any 
view of the case, either from its derivation or 
in ite pure use, has anything to do with either 
number or magnitude—t*s put to such uses as the 
following :—" They were practically heathen,” 
‘ practically dead,” “there was practically 
nothing,” “they were practically in darkness, - 
ete. “ Practically in darkness” means “in fat 
in darkness,” not “in a faint light,” if the 
correct usage® were olwe Again) take a 
branched tree near a window, by means of 
which a burglar climbs to an upper storey. 
That is “ practically a ladder,” this being the 
correct usage; or, say. the motor-lorries used 
for carrying passengers in Londen-—-they were 
“practically motor-busses. Mr, Clement 
Shorter has attacked the undiseriminating use of 
the word “ practically " when it is intended to 
mean “almost” or “nearly,” and the Press 
ought net only to prevent the word's rapid 
degradation, but reclaim it to. its true and 
origina! use, and allow.“ almost.” and “nearly “ 
to creep back into the language. 

Again, take the regrettable misdse of the word 
“ responsible,” not as conveying the meaning of 
being “ answerable” for (as being in charge ef), 
or being “ accountable ” for, or “ liable to being 
asked to account for,"’ but in the sense of being 
“the author or originator or designer of,” as 
one found, say, in an actual newspaper pare- 
graph, “Mr. Balfour was responsible for the 


‘excellent narrow-gauge system of railways in 
ie. 


the West of Ireland” ; or, again, “ Mr. 
was responsible for the ereetion of libraries 
throughout the United Kingdom,” “ Lord Heig 
was responsible for the magnificent offensive 
beginning on the 8th August.” It is true that 
one may say that “D'’Annunsio has been re 
sponsible for the Fiyme diffieulty,”” or a “ car- 
driver responsible for the running over a foot 
passenger,’ or the like. But the wrong usage is 
rapidly growing, end ought to be noticed and 
avoiled. 

Further,*there is the nonsensical limitation 
of the word “ cortége” to funerals, as if it did 
not mean any brilliant Th, “ár! procession 
or train, and the use of the phrase “ one 
another” when. “each other” would be the 
true rendering of the meaning intended, One 
word or phrase ought mot te be allowed to 
encroach on the demain of anether which is 
willing and eager to step forward and do ite 
own work.--Yours, etc.,

A SEDITIOUS DOCUMENT. 


Charged with having a revolver, ammuni- 
tion, and seditious documents in his pesseasion, 
James Higgins,. of Trim, County Meath, wae 
brought yesterday. before a..courtmartigl at 
Ship street Barracks, Dublin, at which Major 
L. C. Derman. D.S.O., @nd Battalion Wor- 
cestershire Regiment, presided. Higgins denied 
the right of the Court to try him, The decu- 
ment referred to in the charge was produced 
by Captain Jones, who read the following ex- 
tracts from it 

“Now that the General Election is over, the

We must remember that, what- 
ever armistice is signed in France, there is still 
a state of war in Irelind. The state 
of war which is thie declared to exist renders 
the national army the most important national 
service of the moment. It justifies Irish Volun- 
beers in treating the ‘armed forces of the enemy, 
whether soldiere or policemen, exactly as an 


army would treat the members of an invading 
army. . It is” necessary that 
be clearly grasped by Volunteers. Every Volun- 
leor is enlisted morally and legally when in the 
execution of lie duty to use all legitimate 
means of warfare against the soldiers and 
policemen of the English ustrpers, and to alay 
them. if it is necessary to do eo in order to 
evercome their resistance. He is not only en- 
titled, but bound to resist all attempts to 
disarm him,”
